Secretary Foster Declares The Carnegie Mills, 


The Corporation's Stronghold, are Coming 
Down Slowly but Surely—Operators Claim 
Men are Coming Back. 


Strike leaders, meeting in Pittsburgh today were to 


take action seeking removal of state constabulary from the 
steel centers. 
They take the attitude that the troopers 


have exceeded their authority. 


Shortly before this meeting began, strikers and state 


constabulary clashed in Buffalo, N." Y.. the first disorder 
reported today. 
During the night one man was killed and 


several injured in strike disturbances at Buffalo. 
Rioting

killed and six wounded. 
This brot the total casualties in 


that city to three killed and scores injured.

N order to give an idea ns to the 
nmount of potato fionr which should 
be used In our country. It may be 


snkl that there are more than twenty- 
five billion pounds of wheat flour rallied 
ununally In the United States. 
One 


per cent of potato fionr could be ab- 
sorbed to great advantage. 


In normal times we could use 5 per 


cent of potato flour \vlth our wheat 
to good advantage. 


In the process of manufacture- pota- 


toes nre flrst passed through a washer 
In which tin; whole potatoes nre pad- 
dled around, nnd It Is surprising how 
clean they are when they nre lifted by 
the last set of paddles out of the rtns- 
Inp wnter Into tho hopper of the elevn- 
(nr which carries them to the storage 
bin above the cooker. 
Krom the bin 


they are dropped 
Into the steam 


cooker as needed, which on an average 
Is about 800 pounds at a time. 


From tho steam cooker the potatoes 


nre passed through n machine which 
has two Immenso hollow rollers side 
r>y side, which take on a coating of the 
previously steamed cooked potatoes. 


This contlnp of potato flakes is scraped 
off, nnd looks very much like cream- 
colored paper, although very brittle. 
The dry sheets are then broken up by 
spirfll screw conveyors anrt carried by 
n strong drnft through a pipe to the 
mill below, which pulverizes them into 
flour. 


This process can bo repeated about
